bearing date the Twenty-ninth day of November, One Thousand Eight 
Hundred and Eighty-one, in the Forty-fifth year of Our Reign, did approve 
of the said Statutes : 

And Whereas the Senate of the said University have, in pursuance of the 
power conferred upon them by the said Charter, submitted to Us, in writing, 
under the Common Seal of the said University, certain alterations, hereinafter 
appearing in the said Statutes, touching matters not expressly provided for by 
the said Charter : 

Now know Ye, that in pursuance of the provisions of the said Charter, We 
do by these Presents, under our Sign Manual, for Us, Our Heirs, and 
Successors, approve of the following alterations in the said Statutes of the 
said Royal University of Ireland, namely : — 

Omit the first five paragraphs of Chapter L, § 4, and substitute the 
following : — 

“ — Of Degrees in Medicine, Surgery, &c. 

•' The subjects in which Candidates shall be examined at the various 
Examinations shall be prescribed by the Senate, who shall be 
entitled to make such alterations therein, from time to time, as 
they may find expedient, provided always that no such alteration, 
when it imposes any additional burden on Candidates, snail be 
enforced until the lapse of at least one year alter the publication 
thereof in the University Calendar. 


M.B. Degree. 


“ The course tor this Degree shall be of at least four years’ duration, 
reckoning from the completion of the First Year of Arts Studies 
subsequent to passing the Matriculation Examination. 

“ All Candidates for the Degree shall, in addition to artending the 
lectures and complying with the other conditions to be from time to 
time prescribed, be required to pass the following Examinations: 


The Matriculation Examination. 

The First University Examination. 
The First Examination in Medicine. 
The Second Examination in Medicine. 
The Third Examination in Medicine. 
The Degree Examination. 
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,f Tlie course of Medical studies shall be divided into four Periods of 
one year each, during which Periods the Students shall attend 
such courses of lectures and hospital instruction, respectively, and 
comply with such other conditions as the Senate shall from time 
to time order. 

“There shall bean interval of an Academical Year between the 
passing of one Examination and the being admitted to the Exam- 
ination next subsequent. But when a Candidate, having previo usly 
failed to satisfy the Examiners at any Examination in Medicine, 
succeeds in passing such Examination on any subsequent occasion, 
the Senate may, under special circumstances, allow such Candidate 
to present himself for the following Examination within a less 
interval than a year, at an ordinary time of holding such following 
Examination. 


“ Jhe First Examination in Medicine. 

“Students shall he admitted to this Examination after the lapse of 
one Academical year from the completion of one year of Arts 
Studies subsequent to Matriculation, provided they have already 
passed the First University Examination. 

“ Candidates must give notice, in writing, to the Secretaries, of their 
intention to present themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee 
of one pound, at least one month previous to the Examination. 
They must at the same time produce satisfactory evidence of 
having completed the prescribed courses of study in the subjects 
of Examination, and comply with such other conditions as the 
Senate may from time to time prescribe. 


“ The Second Examination in Medicine. 

“ Students shall be admitted to this Examination after the lapse of 
one Academical year from the passing of the First Examination 
in Medicine, provided they have completed the Course of Medical 
Studies and H ospital attendance prescribed by the Senate for the 
Second Year of Medical Studies. 

£; Candidates must give notice in writing, to the Secretaries, of their 
intention to present themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee 
of one pound, at least one month previous to the Examination, and 
must at the same time furnish evidence of having completed the 
course of study prescribed by the Senate for the Second Year of 
Medical Studies. 


“ The Third Examination in Medicine. 

Students shall be admitted to this Examination after the lapse of 
one Academical year from the passing of the Second Examination 
in Medicine, provided they have completed the Course of Studies 
and Hospital attendance prescribed by the Senate for the Third 
Year of Medical Studies. 

Candidates must give notice, in writing, to the Secretaries, of their 
intention to present themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee 
of one pound, at least one month previous to the Examination, and 
must at the same time produce satisfactory evidence of having 
completed the course of study prescribed by the Senate for the 
Third Year of Medical Studies. 
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“ The Examination /or the Degree of M.B. 

“ Students shall be admitted to this Examination after the lapse of 
one Academwa 1 year from the passing of the Third Examination 
m Medicine, provided they have completed the Course of Studies 
&c., prescribed by the Senate for the Fourth Year of Medical 
Studies. 

“ Candidates must give notice in writing, to the Secretaries, of their 
intention to present themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee 
of three pounds, at least one month previous to the Examination, 
and must at the same time furnish evidence of having completed 
the course of studies, &c., prescribed by the Senate for' the Fourth 
Year of Medical Studies.” 

Omit the paragraph headed “ Medicine,” Chapter II., Section " Exhi- 
bitions,’’ and substitute the following: — 

“ In Medicine. 

At the First Examination in Medicine, Two First Class of £20 
each, and Two Second Class of £l 0 each. 

“ A.t the Second Examination in Medicine, Two First Class of 
£25 each, and Two Second Class of £15 each. 

<; At the Third Examination in Medicine, Two First Class of £30 
each, and two Second Class of £20 each. 

"At the M.B. Degree Examination, Two First Class of £40 
each, and Two Second Class of £25 each. 

“ Provided that an Exhibition shall not be awarded to any Candidate 
at the First Examination in Medicine if a longer interval than 
three Academical years shall have elapsed from the time of 
Matriculation : or at the Second Examination at Medicine if a 
longer interval than two Academical years shall have elapsed from 
the time of passing the First Examination in Medicine ; or at the 
Third Examination if a longer interval than three Academical years 
shall have elapsed horn the time of passing the First Examination 
in Medicine; or at the M. B. Degree Examination if a longer 
interval than four Academical years shall have elapsed from the 
time of passing the First Examination in Medicine. 

“ Not more than one First Class Exhibition, and one Second Class 
Exhibition shall be awarded in connexion with each Examination, 
so long as each Examination is held twice annually. 

“ The Senate shall have power to award annually a Travelling 
Scholarship in the Faculty of Medicine of the value of £100. 
The subjects of Examination for this Scholarship, and the condi- 
tions under which it may be obtained and held, shall be prescribed 
by the Senate from time to time.”

Now know Ye, that in pursuance of the provisions of the said Charter, We 
do by these Presents, under our Sign Manual, for Us, Our Heirs, and 
Successors, approve of the following alterations in the said Statutes of the 
said Royal University of Ireland, namely ; — 

CHAPTER L 
Section “ Op Degrees.” 

In list of Degrees conferred by the University, 

After “ Surgery ” insert 

“Bachelor of Surgery, B.Ch.” 

After “ Obstetrics ” insert 

“Bachelor of Obstetrics, B.A.O.” 

After “ In Sanitary Science, a Special Diploma,” insert 
“ In treatment of Mental Diseases, a Special Diploma.” 

At end of section, and as part of the last paragraph thereof, add the 
following : — 

“ The privilege hereby granted shall, however, not be allowed in 
any case after the end of the year 1891, and after that date this 
privilege shall be absolutely deemed to have expired.”

After sub-section “ M. A. Degree,” insert the following sub-section ; 

“ D.Lit. Degree.” 

Candidates may present themselves for the examination for this Degree 
after the lapse ot three Academical years, from the time of passing the 
B.A. Degree Examination. 

Candidates must give notice in writing, to the Secretaries, of their 
intention to present themselves, and must pay the prescribed fee at^ least 
one month previous to the examination. 

For heading “M.B. Degree” substitute 

“ Primary Medical Degrees.” 

In first line of paragraph, under above heading, for “this Degree” 
substitute “these Degrees.”

Provided always that every person who before the 1st day of 
January, lb88, had passed the examination for the Degree of M.B., 
shall be entitled at any time during the three years then next ensuing 
to proceed to the Degrees of M.Cn. and M.A.O., according to the 
courses and regulations in force in October, 1887. 

Provided also that all persons who in the year 1888 shall pass the 
Examination for the Primary Medical Degrees shall be entitled to 
proceed to the Degrees of M.Cii. and M.A.O. at any shorter interval, 
upon passing the prescribed Examinations.” 

Sub-section “ M.D. Degree.” 

Omit the following words— “ Candidates may be admitted to this 
Degree after the lapse of two Academical years from the time of obtaining 
the Degree of M.B., provided, however, that.”

CHAPTER III. 

The following Amendments in this Chapter shall come into operation 
after the end of the year 1888 : — 

Section “ Scholarships.” 

Omit the entire section and substitute the following : — 

“The Senate may offer each year for competition ten Scholarships, 
each tenable for three years, viz. : — Five First Class at £40 per 
annum each, and five Second Class at £20 per annum each, and may 
fix and vary the subjects in which such Scholarships shall be 
awarded. 

The Senate may from time to time make such regulations as to 
the standing and age of the persons who shall be entitled to compete 
for these Scholarships as they shall consider expedient, and they 
may also impose such conditions, with reference to the retention 
thereof, as they may deem right, and may make rules whereby the 
payment of the second and third instalments of Scholarships may be 
withheld or altered from First Class to Second Class, or from Second 
Class to First Class. If the Senate are of opinion that in any year 
the answering is not sufficiently good to merit the full number of 
First Class Scholarships, they may, if they consider the answering 
sufficient, add-to the Second Class Scholarships an additional number 
equal to the number of First Class withheld. 
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The Scholarships may be held together with the Exhibitions 
awarded at the various University Examinations, but no person 
shall hold more than one such Scholarship, and if the answering 
of any candidate be such as to qualify for two or more, the Senate 
shall determine in what subject the candidate shall be elected a 
scholar. No person shall be eligible for a Scholarship in Modern 
Literature who is not a natural-born subject of the Crown.” 

Section “ Studentships.” 

Omit the entire section and substitute the following : — 

“ The Senate may offer each year for competition five Student- 
ships of £100 per annum each, tenable for three years. Only 
graduates of the University may compete therefor, and the Senate 
may from time to time make regulations relative to the age and 
standing of candidates, and may fix and vary the subjects in which 
such Studentships shall be awarded. 

No person who has once been awarded a Studentship shall be 
allowed to again compete at any Studentship Examination, and no 
Studentship m Modern Literature shall he awarded to any person 
who is not a natural-born subject of the Crown. 

No Follow or Professor of any other University, or of any 
College endowed with public money shall be eligible. 

If any Student shall be appointed Fellow or Professor in any 
other University or College endowed with public money, or if he 
shall be appointed a Fellow of this University, he shall ipso facto 
vacate his Studentship.” 

CHAPTER V. 

In Table of Fees after “ D.So. Degree Examination ” insert the 
following ; — 

Studentship Examination, £2. 

Omit “ M.B. Degree Examination, £3,” and substitute : — 

“ Primary Medical Degree Examination, £2.” 

Diploma or Licence to practice Medicine, £10. 

As fee for M.A.O. Degree Examination, “ £2” substitute “ £5.” 

Omit the two paragraphs immediately following the Table of Fees, and 
substitute the following paragraphs : — 

“ The Senate may make such equitable modifications as to fees in 
the case of persons qualified to present themselves for the M.B. 
Degree Examination prior to 1st October, 1888, as they may consider 
just. 

In case any candidate shall fail either to attend for, or to pass any 
examination in respect of which any fee was paid, such candidate 
shall not be entitled to have such fee returned, or to get credit 
therefor at any future examination. 

Provided always that in the case of any fee, save for the M.B. 
Degree Examination, paid prior to the end of the year 1888, 
candidates may be allowed the benefit of the regulation in force in 
1887, as to three entries for a single fee.”

CHAPTER IY. 

Op Fellowships. 

For tlie first four paragraphs substituto the following : — 

The Senate may elect Fellows of the University. The number of 
such Fellows shall not exceed twenty-nine. 

The salary of a Fellow, if he be not also a Fellow or Professor of 
some other University or College attached to a University or College 
endowed with public money, shall be .-6400 per annum. If he he a 
Fellow or Professor of such other University or College, and in 
receipt of a salary in respect of such other Fellowship or Professorship, 
he shall receive in respect of his Fellowship in this University such 
annual sum as, with the salary of his other Fellowship or Professorship, 
shall amount to £400 a year. 

Tire Senate shall appoint to the office of Fellow by open voting. 
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Fellows ajipoirited prior to the 6tli day of June, ISb'S, shall hold 
office for seven years from the respective dates of their appointment, 
and shall, subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, be eligible 
for re-appointment on the expiration of such period. 

From and after the 6th day of June, 1SS8, appointments and re- 
appointments to Fellowships shall be for such periods, not exceeding 
seven years, as the Senate may from time to time, or in each case, 
determine, provided always that every Fellow' whose office shall expire 
by lapse of time shall be eligible for re-appointment. 

In the event of a Fellowship becoming vacant by the death or 
resignation of the present holder prior to the ISth April, 1891, it shall 
be lawful for the Senate, instead of electing a Fellow' to fill such 
vacancy, to appoint an examiner who shall he bound to discharge such 
duties of teaching and examining as the Senate may direct, and shall 
be paid the same salary as if he had been appointed a Fellow.
